Paris, Web, 15.—(2.45 p.m.)—The 
French war office this afternoon gave 
rut a report on the progress of the 
war which reads as follows: 

“In Belgium yesterday the German 


bombardment of our trenches was 
uninterrupted, From the great dune 
our heavy artillery inflicted damage 
yn the mortars of the enemy. We oec- 
cupied for a distance of about 250 
yards a German trench along the 


roadWay from Bethune to La Basse, 

“Yesterday saw very spirited artil- 
lery exchanges in the vicinity of Lens, 
sround Albert, between the Avre and 
the Oise, in the suburbs of Soissons 
ind at Verneulle, to the northeast of 
Vally. 

“In the Argonne, in the direction of 
Bagatelle and Marie ‘Bheresa the fight- 
ing still continues with energy from 
trench to trench, but there have been 
ho attacks of Infantry. 

“Between the Argonne and the 
Meuse an attempt at attack by the 
German forces at a point between the 
village of Malaneourt and the forest 
of the syme name was promptly re- 
olulsed 

“In Lorraine the enemy, after hav- 
ing driven back our advance guard, 
succeeded in occupying a signal hill 
and the village of Norroy. A counter 
attaek on our vart droye the Germans 
is far back as the northern vicinity 
of signal hill where they are still hold- 
ng their positions in some trenches 


“In the Vosges the German offen- 
sive movement, which began — along 
the two banks of the river Lauch, 
was not pursued yesterday on the 
south bank, The enemy bombarded 
our positions on the north bank of 
this stream, The Germans are being 
held in check by us in front of Our ad- 
vyaneed line at Langenfeldkopf, in the 
forest of Rempach.
